suddenly shono forth about ten minutes 
before the rumbling. The supposition has 
been bazarded that these phenomena arosa 
from a meteor or aérolite falling upon the 
earth. Tho rumbling may havo been causod 
by the air closing after tho passage of the 
nérolita or by tha Jatter striking thu earth, 
An eyewitness saw tho paseoge of a burning 
body shedding 4 dazzling light ord moving 
with smazing spoed from Wert to Enst. 
Shortly afterwards, a haavy vibration of the 
sir shook doors and winduws, and thon, o 
fow minutes subsequently, followed a deep 
rumble, gradually decrensing but unlike 
that of thunder by being in succeasive 
crashes.’ Lhe light is-:dercribed as bril- 
lisatly white which soon disappeared, like 
reflected light. Elsewhere io Java, the 
aérolite strack observers as being a glowing 
body with a tail behind resembling that of 
a comet, -It-eventually fell into the sea 
bce a loud report like that of a cannon 
shot.

SUPREME COURT. 

IN APPELLATE JURISDICTION, 
(Before the Full Court, Mr W. M. Goodman, 
Acting Chief Justice, and Mr B. Sercombe

Monday, July 8. 

RUSSELL AND UO. AXD THE HOW QUA ESTATE, 

Judgment was given to-day in an appeal 
of tha Hongkong avd Shanghai Bank 
against » judgment of Mr Justice Ackroyd 
ing suit against the How Qua trustecs with 
reference to the bankrnptcy of Russell & 
Co. Mr J. J. Francie, Q.0., iostructed by 
Mr G. ©. 0. Master (Juhnson Stokes and 
Master) wos for the appellants aud Mr E 
H. Shorp, instructed by Mr 0. Ewens and 
Mé . L. Dennys for the respondente, 

The Acting Chief : Justice, ia giving 
judgment, anid that the judgment of Mr 
Justice Ackroyd (20th February, 1895) set 
forth the facts of the cage fully, The 
plaintiffs, the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Banking Corporation, were judgment 
creditors of Mcsars Rusgoll and Go., baok- 
rupts, and wished to have certain properly 
towards settlement of claims. This was 
nominally the property of Russell and Co., 
but the trustees of the estate of the late 
How Qua claimed it as property of \he How 
Qua estate, under two documents, one dated 
188t and tho other 1891, ngsizning the said 
property to How Qua as svcurity for money 
lent by How Qua to Russell and Co, The 
plaintiffs then tried to have these two do- 
cumonts set asidoas not bona fide, a8 not 
being for valuable consideration, and as 
being intended to defeat crediors; and: 
tho plaintiffs alloged that at that time 
Russail and Co, were not really indebted 
to How Qua, but were indebted to the 
Bank. Tho plaintiffs failed, in the opinion 
of Mr Justice Ackroyd, to disprove “ths 
alleged valuable consideration (namely » 
loan of 260,000 tasls and a loan of 124,(00 
taols) and slao failed to proze any intent fo 
defraud creditora, ot in fact any embarrass- 
ment of the firm that might suggeat a desire 
to defraud creditors, in 1824. This deci- 
sion of Mr Justico Ackroyl his Lordship 
upheld. 7

The 
question for the Cuurt tv decide was— 
What is tha meaniog of a ‘casn’ of 
camphor? He read quotations from the 
evidenco of witnesses, from: which it 
appeared there was some diversity of 
vpinion regarding the us7ge; and con- 
clauded—Now the usigo of tho trado, 
in’order to read into a contract, must be 
reasonable, certain and general, and ‘if the 
party woeks to make out that certain worda 
used in the contract have a different ac- 
coptation from their ordinary aenee, either 
for the purposes of trade or within a certain 
market or a particular. country, ho must 
prove it not ty calling wiudesses some cf 
whom say it is one woy and some tho other, 
and thus leaving it to the jury to say which 
they believe, but by clear, distinct and ir- 
resistible evidence.’ The evidence adduced 
does not satisfy ma that a certain and goneral 
wage aflixing the specific weight of a case 
of camphor has been clearly, distinc ly and 
irresistibly established. Judgment fur the 
Him Kee firma in both suila. 

Mr Ellis asked his Lordship to direct that 
only one set of costa should bo allowed.

THE DUTRAGES IN SZECHUAN, 
MEETING OF AMERICAN CITIZENS. 


On the Ist inst. a mesting of American 
citizens was held in the vestry of Union 
Chapel, Shanghai, to consider what ac'ion 
should be taken in regard to the recent 
outrages in Szachuan. The Rav. Dr Boone 
was voted to the chair. 

Sovorat missionaries having epoken, Mr 
Conaul-General Jernigan, who was present 
by invitation, said—I intended to aubmit a 
fow observations at this mecting, but J am 
embarrassed by the very complimentary 
allusions of my friend. I am in sympathy 
with the object of this meeting. (Applaune.) 
The homes of American citizona havo boon 
bucnt without cause, and thoy have been 
driven from placos ,whera they had a right 
tobe. It in manifestly proper, therefore, 
rthat Amorican citizens should meet together 
and intelligently enquire into the cause of 
this outrage upon the righta of thoir coun- 
trymen, and, finding the cause, thon not 
only to bavo a money compeusation but 
have the guilty. parties punished. (Ap- 
plause,} No money is sufficient to 
compensate a truo American citizen 
for a picce- of — vandalism like that 
perpetrated ot Obéogtu, and whenever 
Auwerican citizens have been insulted, 
whenever their rights have been imperill- 
ed, and certainly whenever their homes 
have been burnt and they have been driven 
from -hem, nothing could be more proper, 
sothing could bo raurs incumbent upon you 
than to come to tho resco of your country- 
mon and exert your inflaencs through 
avery legilimate channel tu have their 
Wrongs properly redrowsed. And sv far as 


it lies in my power you will have my moat 


hearty co-operation. (Applanse.) I have 
alroady presented your o.use to my govern- 
ment aa intelligently as I could with the 
lights before me. I have not yet ceased 
my iovestigation iuto this outrage upon 
your distant countrymen, and I will not 
cease until I am intelligently informed aa 
to every matasial fact,and when I get the 
facta, as I proposo to do, I will lay them 
before our government,’ (Hear, hear.)
